CHAPTER I 
THe ACADEMY AND Its Corporate SEAL 
ArticLte 1. The American Academy of Arts and Sciences is a 
body politic and corporate by the same name, forever, established by 
the Council and House of Representatives in General Court of the 


Province of Massachusetts Bay as recorded in Chap. 46 of the Acts 
of 1779. 


ArTICLE 2. As enacted above, the stated end and design of the 
institution of the said Academy is to promote and encourage the 
knowledge of the antiquities of America, and of the natural history of 
the country, and to determine the uses to which the various natural 
productions of the country may be applied; to promote and encourage 
medical discoveries, mathematical disquisitions, philosophical en- 
quiries and experiments, astronomical, meteorological and geographi- 
cal observations; and improvements in agriculture, arts, manufacture 
and commerce; and, in fine, to cultivate every art and science which 
may tend to advance the interest, honor, dignity and happiness of a 
free, independent and virtuous people. 


ArticLe 3. The Corporate Sea! of the Academy shall be as here 
depicted.

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CHAPTER II 


MEMBERSHIP AND DUES 


ArTICLE 1. The Academy shall consist of Fellows, elected from 
the citizens or residents of the United States of America, Fellows 
Emeriti, and Foreign Honorary Members. They are arranged in four 
Classes, according to the Arts and Sciences in which they are severally 
proficient. Each Class shall be divided into the several Sections shown 


in the following table.

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ArTICLE 2. The number of Fellows shall not exceed thirteen 
hundred fifty, of whom not more than two-thirds shall be residents 
of New England. The number of Fellows in the four Classes, I 
through IV, shall be approximately in the ratio of 6: 5: 5: 4, re- 
spectively. 

Any Fellow of the Academy on retiring from his academic or other 
regular duties may, if he so requests in writing, and with the approval 
of the Council, be transferred to the status of Fellow Emeritus. 

Fellows Emeriti shall be exempt from payment of dues. They may 
not hold elective office in the Academy, nor serve on Standing Com- 
mittees, nor vote at meetings, but shall have all the other privileges 
of Fellowship. 

Fellows Emeriti shall be separately classified and shall be outside 
the statutory limit set on the total number of Fellows and the number 
in a given Class.

ArticLe 3. The number of Foreign Honorary Members shall not 
exceed two hundred and fifty. They shall be chosen from citizens of 
foreign countries who are eminent for their discoveries or other at- 
tainments in any of the Classes above enumerated. There shall be not 
more than seventy-five in any one Class. 


ARTICLE 4. Diplomas signed by the President and by the Vice- 
President of the Class to which the member belongs, and counter- 
signed by the Secretary, shall be given to Fellows and Foreign Honor- 
ary Members. 


ArTIcLe 5. If any person, after being notified of his election as 
Fellow or Foreign Honorary Member, shall neglect for six months 
to accept in writing, his election shall be void. 


ArTICLE 6. Every Fellow resident within fifty miles of Boston 
hereafter elected shall pay an admission fee of ten ‘dollars: if he shall 
neglect to pay this fee within six months of the date of his election, his 
election shall become void. Fellows resident more than fifty miles from 
Boston shall pay no admission fee. 

Every Fellow resident within fifty miles of Boston shall pay, unless 
he enjoys statutory exemption, such Annual Dues, not exceeding fif- 
teen dollars, as shall be voted annually in March by the Academy. 
These annual dues become payable on the first of June. 
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Every Fellow residing more than fifty miles from Boston elected 
after 1938 shall pay, unless he enjoys statutory exemption, such An- 
nual Dues, not exceeding five dollars, as shall be voted annually in 
March by the Academy. These annual dues become payable on the 
first of June. 


ArTICLE 7. Exemption from further payment of Annual Dues 
shall be granted by the Council or its designate to any Fellow who has 
paid such dues, at either resident or non-resident rate, for forty years, 
or having attained the age of seventy-five, has paid dues for twenty- 
five years. 

Exemption from further payment of Annual Dues shall be granted 
forthwith by the Council or its designate to any Fellow who pays 
into the treasury of the Academy the sum of three hundred dollars 
for the purpose of commuting subsequent dues, in addition to his 
previous payments. 


ArtIcLe 8. Any Fellow, resident or non-resident, who shall neg- 
lect to pay his Annual Dues for six months after they are due and 
who ignores notification by the Treasurer of the requirements of this 
Article of the Statutes shall cease to be a Fellow. 


ArTICLE 9. Upon petition of any Fellow, the Council may by a 
majority vote suspend the application of any penalties hereinabove 
prescribed in this chapter. 


ARTICLE 10. Only Fellows resident within fifty miles of Boston 
may hold elective office in the Academy or serve on Standing Com- 
mittees as specified in Chapter XI. 


ARTICLE 11. If, in the opinion of a majority of the entire Council, 
any Fellow or Foreign Honorary Member shall have rendered himself 
unworthy of a place in the Academy, the Council shall recommend to 
the Academy the termination of his membership; and if three-fourths 
of the Fellows present out of a total attendance of not less than fifty 
at a Stated Meeting, or at a Special Meeting called for the purpose, 
shall adopt this recommendation, his name shall be stricken from 
the Roll.

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CHAPTER III 


NoMINATION AND ELECTION OF FELLOWS AND FOREIGN 
Honorary MEMBERS 


The procedure for nomination and election of Fellows and Foreign 
Honorary Members shall be as follows: 


ARTICLE 1. Nominations may be made at any time by any two 
Fellows in writing on forms to be provided by the Secretary and 
shall be referred by him to the Committee on Membership. 

The Committee on Membership shall meet following the stated 
meetings of the Academy in May, November, February and March, 
and at ousls other times as it may determine, to appraise nominations 
received by it from the Fellows, to analyze the membership structure 
of the Academy, to originate further nominations, and to submit for 
election those receiving favorable vote of two-thirds of the commit- 
tee members present at any meeting attended by not less than seven 
of its members. 

Immediately following its meeting in February, the Committee shall 
cause to be sent to every Fellow a list of nominees, together with 
names of nominators, for appraisal, expression of preference, or other 
comment by the Fellows. 

The Committee, at its March meeting, shall review all nominations, 
together with comments by the Fellows thercon, and shall compile a 
list of approved candidates for the annual election of Fellows and 
Foreign Honorary Members. It shall present this list together with 
data pertaining thereto to the Council not later than at the Stated 
Meeting of the Council in April. 

The Council, by vote of the majority of members present at a meet- 
ing, shall make final nominations from the list of approved persons 
recommended by the Committee on Membership for election by the 


Fellows. 

ARTICLE 2. Election of Fellows and Foreign Honorary Members 
shall be made by a majority of the Fellows present at the Annual 
Meeting in May, from the nominations presented at that meeting by 
the Council. 

ArticLe 3. Each Fellow-elect or Foreign Honorary Member- 
elect shall immediately following his election be notified thereof in 
writing by the Secretary.

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CHAPTER IV 


OFFICERS 


ArTICLE 1. The Officers of the Academy shall be a President 
(who shall be Chairman of the Council), four Vice-Presidents (one 
from each Class), a Secretary (who shall be Secretary of the Council), 
a Treasurer, a Librarian, and an Editor, all of whom shall be elected 
by ballot at the Annual Meeting, and shall take office at the close of 
that meeting, and shall hold their respective offices for one year, and 
until others are duly chosen and take office. 

There shall be also twenty Councillors, one for each Section of each 
Class; at each Annual Meeting five Councillors shall be elected by 
ballot to serve for a term of four years, and they shall take office at the 
close of that meeting and shall hold office until others are duly chosen 
and take office. The same Fellow shall not be eligible for two suc- 
cessive terms. 

The Councillors, with the officers previously named, and the Chair- 
men of the Standing Committees, ex officiis, shall constitute the 
Council.

ArticLte 2. If any officer be unable, through death, absence, or 
disability, to fulfill the duties of his office, or if he shall resign, or 
become a non-resident member, his place may be filled by the Council 
in its discretion for any part or the whole of the unexpired term. 


ArTICLE 3. The Nominating Committee, as constituted under 
Chapter XI, Article 1 (xi), shall prepare a list of nominees for the 
several offices to be filled, and for the Standing Committees, and file 
it with the Secretary not later than eight weeks before the Annual 
Meeting. 

The Secretary shall transmit to the Fellows, previous to the stated 
meeting in April, the report of the Nominating Committee. 


ArtTicLe 4. Independent nominations for any office, if signed by 
at least twenty Fellows having the right to vote, and received by the 
Secretary not less than twenty days before the Annual Meeting, shall 
be included in the election procedure. 


ArTICLE 5. The Secretary shall prepare for use in voting at the 
Annual Meeting a ballot containing the names of all persons duly 
nominated for office. 
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CHAPTER V 


THE PRESIDENT 


ArTICLE 1. The President, or in his absence a Vice-President, shall 
preside at meetings of the Academy.

ARTICLE 2. The President shall be the chief executive officer of 
the Academy. He shall present to the Council for its consideration 
all matters pertinent to the interests of the Academy and to the dis- 
charge of its obligations to the community or to the advancement 
of scholarship. 


ARTICLE 3. Any deed or writing to which the Corporate Seal is to 
be affixed, except leases of real estate, shall be executed in the name of 
the Academy by the President or in the event of his death, absence, or 
inability, by one of the Vice-Presidents, when thereto duly authorized 
by the Council. 


ARTICLE 4. In case of incapacity of the President, the Council 
shall designate a Vice-President to carry out the duties of the office.

CHAPTER VI 


THE SECRETARY 


Articte 1. The Secretary shall provide for the custody of the 
Charter, Corporate Seal, Statute Book, Journals of the Academy, and 
other Archives. 


ArtIcLe 2. He shall be responsible for the correspondence of the 
Academy and of the Council. At each meeting of the Council he shall 
present any important communications addressed to the Academy 
which have been received since the previous meeting, and at the next 
meeting of the Academy he shall present such matters as the Council 
may determine. 


ArTICLE 3. He shall attend the meetings of the Academy and the 
Council and shall arrange for the keeping of a faithful record of the 
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attendance and of the proceedings. In the absence of the President and 
of all the Vice-Presidents, he shall call the meeting to order and pre- 
side until a chairman is chosen by majority vote of the Fellows present. 


ArTICLE 4. He shall apprise officers and committees of their elec- 
tion or appointment, and inform the Treasurer and the Chairman of 
each Standing Committee of appropriations of money voted by the 
Academy. 


ArTICLE 5. He shall notify all persons who may be elected Fel- 
lows or Foreign Honorary Members, send to each a copy of the 
Statutes, and on their acceptance issue the proper Diploma. After all 
elections, he shall insert in the Records the names of the Fellows by 
whom the successful nominees were proposed. 


ARTICLE 6. He shall keep and cause to be printed annually a list 
of the Fellows and Foreign Honorary Members, arranged in their 
several Classes and Sections, and a list of Fellows and Foreign Honor- 
ary Members of whose deaths he has been informed. 


ArTIcLE 7. He shall arrange for the preservation of records of 
the death of Fellows and Foreign Honorary Members and biographi- 
cal notices published on the occasion of their death, or at other times.

CHAPTER VII 


THE TREASURER AND THE TREASURY 


ArtTIcLeE 1. The Treasurer shall collect all money due or payable 
to the Academy and all gifts or bequests made to it. He shall pay all 
bills due and payable by the Academy when approved by the proper 
officers. He shall sign all leases of real estate in the name of the 
Academy. He shall! be the official custodian of all bonds, stocks and 
other securities and, with the written approval of any one member 
of the Committee on Finance, he shall have full authority to sell and 
transfer, invest and reinvest from time to time in such manner and 
upon such terms as shall to him seem best, the whole or any part of 
the personal property of the said Academy. 

He shall keep a faithful account of all receipts and expenditures, 
submit his accounts annually to the Auditing Committee, and render 
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them at the expiration of his term of office, or whenever required to 
do so by the Academy or the Council. 

He shall keep separate accounts of the income of the Rumford 
Fund, and of all other special Funds, and of the appropriation thereof, 
and render them annually. 

He shall fund all payments received in commutation of Dues, their 
income only to be applied toward current expenditures. 

His accounts shall always be open to the inspection of the Council. 


ARTICLE 2. He shall report annually to the Council at its March 
meeting on the expected income of the various Funds and from all 
other sources, together with appropriations needed by Officers and 
Standing Committees for the ensuing fiscal year. He shall also report 
the names of all Fellows who may be then delinquent in the payment 
of their Annual Dues. 


ARTICLE 3. He shall give such security for the trust reposed in 
him as the Academy may require. 


ArTICcLE 4. With the approval of a majority of the Committee 
on Finance, he may appoint an Assistant ‘Treasurer to perform his 
duties, for whose acts, as such assistant, he shall be responsible; or, 
with like approval and responsibility, he may employ any Trust 
Company doing business in Boston as his agent for the same purpose, 
the compensation of such Assistant Treasurer or agent to be fixed by 
the Committee on Finance and paid from the Funds of the Academy. 


ArTICLE 5. At the Annual Meeting he shall report in print all his 
official doings for the preceding year, stating the amount and con- 
dition of all the property of the Academy entrusted to him, and the 
character of the investments. 


ArTICLE 6. The Financial Year of the Academy shall begin with 
the first day of April. 


ArTICLE 7. No person or committee shall incur any debt or 
liability in the name of the Academy, unless in accordance with a 
previous vote and appropriation therefor by the Academy or the 
Council, or sell or otherwise dispose of any property of the Academy, 
except cash or invested funds, without previous consent and ap nproval 
of the Council.

THE LIBRARIAN AND THE LIBRARY 


ArTICLE 1. ‘The Librarian shall have charge of the Library and 
keep a correct catalog of it. 


ArTICcLE 2. The Librarian shall have authority to expend such 
sums as may be appropriated by the Academy for the purchase, re- 
pair, or maintenance of books, periodicals, etc., and for defraying 
other necessary expenses connected with the Library. 


ARTICLE 3. The Librarian shall have the custody of the publica- 
tions of the Academy. With the advice and consent of the President, 
he may effect exchanges with other associations.

CHAPTER Ix 


THE EDITOR AND THE PUBLICATIONS 


ArTICLE 1. The Editor shall have charge of the conduct through 
the press of the publications of the Academy. Together with the 
Committee on Publication he shall determine the contents of the 
publications. 


ARTICLE 2. The publications of the Academy shall be as follows: 

(i) The Proceedings shall be published at least semi-annually. 

(11) Memoirs, monographs and volumes of collected papers may be 
published from time to time. 

(iii) The Bulletin of the American Academy of Arts and Sciences 
shall be published preceding the stated meetings, containing notices of 
such meetings, communications from the Council or Officers, and such 
other matter as may be of timely interest to the Fellows. 


ArticLe 3. A copy of the Proceedings and of the Bulletin shall be 
mailed to each Fellow, Fellow Emeritus, and Foreign Honorary 
Member. 


ArTICLE 4. Fellows who pay Annual Dues or who are exempted 
from further payment thereof under Chapter II, Article 7, Fellows 
Emeriti, and Foreign Honorary Members shall be entitled, upon writ- 
ten request to the Librarian, to receive gratis one copy of each number 
of Proceedings, Memoirs, and Bulletin which have been issued after 
their election and are available. 
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ArticLe 5. Not more than two hundred extra copies of each 
paper printed in the Proceedings shall be placed at the disposal of the 
author without charge. 


ArTICLE 6. The Editor shall have the authority to expend for 
printing and other expenses of publication such sums as may be ap- 
propriated by the Academy for such purposes; also such sums as may 
be made available to him by the Council from any source for particular 
publications under the sponsorship of the Academy.

CHAPTER X 


THE CouNcIL 


ARTICLE 1. The Council shall exercise general supervision over 
all affairs of the Academy not explicitly reserved to the Academy as 
a whole. 

It shall consider all nominations of Fellows and Foreign Honorary 
Members duly sent to it by the Committee on Membership, and act 
upon them in accordance with the provisions of Chapter III. 

With the consent of the person concerned it shall have power to 
transfer in respect to status, Class, or Section. 


ARTICLE 2. Nine members shall constitute a quorum. 


ArTicLe 3. It shall act upon all resignations and forfeitures of 
membership in the Academy. 

It shall appoint all agents and subordinates not otherwise provided 
for by the Statutes, prescribe their duties, and fix their compensation. 
They shall hold their respective positions during the pleasure of the 
Council. 

It shall fill any vacancy caused by death, resignation or incapacity 
of any officer. 


ARTICLE 4. It may authorize the appointment for terms not ex- 
ceeding one year, and prescribe the functions of such committees of 
its number or of the Fellows of the Academy, as it may deem expedi- 
ent, to facilitate the administration of the affairs of the Academy or to 
promote its interests. 


ArticLe 5. At the stated March meeting of the Academy it shall 
recommend for action at that meeting the appropriations which in its 
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opinion should be made for the ensuing fiscal year, and the Annual 
Dues therefor. 

It may recommend special appropriations at any Stated Meeting of 
the Academy, or at a Special Meeting, in the call for which such 
business shall have been included.

CHAPTER XI 


STANDING COMMITTEES 


ArTICLE 1. At each Annual Meeting, the following Standing 
Committees shall be perpetuated by election by ballot by the Fellows 
of the appropriate number of nominees to maintain the strength of 
each committee as provided hereinbelow. A Fellow may not be 
nominated for successive terms without the specific consent of the 
Council. 

(i) The House Committee shall consist of three Fellows, one of 
whom shall be elected at each Annual Meeting to serve for a term of 
three years. One member of this committee shall in such an election 
be designated by the electors to serve as Chairman of the House Com- 
mittee for the duration of the term for which he has been elected as a 
member of the committee. It shall have general charge of maintaining 
the House of the Academy in suitable condition for the uses thereof 
approved by the Council. 

The Chairman of the House Committee or his designate shall ap- 
prove in writing all expenditures within its authorized budget or 
special appropriations for repairs, services, supplies, or operation of 
the House, including compensation of House employees. 

The House Committee, in consultation with the Treasurer, shall 
determine the equitable proportion of expense to be assessed for the 
use of the facilities of the House which have been approved by the 
Council for other than Academy activities. 

(ii) The Committee on Membership shall consist of the President, 
ex officio, as Chairman, the four Vice-Presidents, ex officiis, and eight 
other Fellows, one of whom from each of the four Classes shall be 
elected annually to serve for a term of two years. It shall have the 
duties designated to it in Chapter III. 

(iii) The Committee on Meetings shall consist of the President as 
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Chairman, the Secretary, who shall act as secretary of the committee, 
and the four Vice-Presidents, ex officiis, together with four other Fel- 
lows, one from each Class, two of whom shall be elected annually to 
serve for a term of two years. It shall arrange for meetings of the 
Academy. 

(iv) The Committee on Finance shall consist of the Treasurer as 
Chairman, ex officio, and four other Fellows, two of whom shall be 
elected annually to serve for a term of two years. It shall have general 
supervision of the investments of the Academy. 

(v) The Auditing Committee shall consist of two Fellows, one of 
whom shall be elected annually to serve for a term of two years. It 
shall audit the accounts of the Treasurer with power to employ an 
expert and to approve the payment of his charges. 

(vi) The Committee on Publication shall consist of the Editor as 
Chairman, ex officio, and four other Fellows, one from each Class, two 
of whom shall be elected annually to serve for a term of two years. It 
shall have the authority and the responsibility of determining the con- 
tents and of effecting the printing of the publications of the Academy 
as set forth in Chapter IX. 

(vii) The Permanent Science Fund Committee shall consist of seven 
Fellows of whom there shall be elected at Annual Meetings in each 
triennium, respectively, two, two, and three members, each to serve 
for aterm of three years. One member of this Committee shall, in such 
an election, be designated by the electors to serve as Chairman for the 
duration of the term for which he has been elected as a member of the 
Committee. It shall review all applications for grants addressed to it 
and shall from time to time recommend to the Council appropriate 
disbursements from the income received by the Academy from the 
Trustee of the Permanent Science Fund, for carrying out the purposes 
set forth in the Agreement and Declaration of ‘Irust which governs 
the use of this income. 

(viii) The Rumford Committee shall consist of seven Fellows of 
whom there shall be elected at Annual Meetings in each triennium, 
respectively, two, two, and three members, each to serve for a term of 
three years. One member of this Committee shall, in such an election, 
be designated by the electors to serve as Chairman for the duration of 
the term for which he has been elected as a member of the Committee. 
It shall invite applications for pecuniary assistance in support of re- 
searches in the general fields of heat and light broadly interpreted, and 
shall from time to time recommend to the Council disbursements in 
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support thereof from the income from the Rumford Fund. Biennially 
it shall recommend to the Council a candidate for the reception of the 
Rumford Medal to be awarded in accordance with the Rumford trust, 
and shall in general see to the proper execution of this trust. 

(ix) The C. M. Warren Committee shall consist of seven Fellows 
of whom there shall be elected at Annual Meetings in each triennium, 
respectively, two, two, and three members, each to serve for a period 
of three years. One member of this Committee shall, in such an elec- 
tion, be designated by the electors to serve as Chairman for the dura- 
tion of the term for which he has been elected as a member of the 
Committee. It shall invite applications for pecuniary assistance from 
any person wishing to engage in research in any branch of chemistry, 
and shall recommend to the Council such applications as seem worthy 
of aid and such other disbursements from the income of the C. M. 
Warren Fund as it deems appropriate to the advancement of research 
in chemistry. 

(x) The Amory Prize Committee shall consist of seven Fellows, 
each of whom shall serve from the time of his election until his suc- 
cessor is elected. Immediately after the Annual Meeting in 1950 and 
at least every seventh year thereafter it shall at the call of its senior 
officer, meet and elect from its own members, a chairman and a secre- 
tary, each to serve for seven years or until his successor is elected in a 
similar manner at an interim meeting at which at least five members 
shall cast their votes. For each septennium beginning with that which 
was concluded on November 10, 1933, it shall recommend to the 
Council for its approval a recipient or recipients of the Amory Prize 
and a gold medal or other token of honor and merit to be conferred 
upon each by the President and Fellows of the Academy in recognition 
of an invention or other contribution in the medical field specified in 
and according to the terms of the bequest of Francis Amory. 

(xi) The Nominating Committee shall consist of twelve Fellows, 
three from each Class, having the right to vote. The members of the 
first Nominating Committee constituted hereunder shall be appointed 
within each Class by the President for terms of one, two and three 
years. The President shall also appoint one of the Committee to act as 
Chairman. Thereafter, as vacancies in the membership of the Com- 
mittee occur, four members, one from each Class, shall be elected 
annually to serve for a term of three years, one member at such elec- 
tion being designated to act as Chairman for the duration of the term 
for which he has been elected as a member of the Committee. Nomi- 
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nations for such elections, within each Class, shall be by a vote of the 
Committee. 


ARTICLE 2. Each Standing Committee shall confine expenditures 
and its recommendations of expenditures to such sums in each fiscal 
year as shall have been notified to its Chairman by the Secretary of 
the Academy as appropriations voted by the Academy, or by the 
Treasurer as income available for its purposes. 


ARTICLE 3. Each Standing Committee shall report to the Academy 
at the Annual Meeting its acts of the previous year.

CHAPTER XII 


MEETINGS, COMMUNICATIONS, AND AMENDMENTS 


ArTIcLe 1. ‘There shall be annually eight Stated Meetings of the 
Academy, namely, on the second Wednesday of October, November, 
December, January, February, March, April, and May. Only at these 
meetings, or at adjournments thereof regularly notified, or at Special 
Meetings called for the purpose, shall appropriations of money be 
made or amendments of the Statutes be effected. 

The Stated Meeting in May shall be the Annual Meeting of the 
Corporation. 

Special Meetings shall be called by the Secretary at the request of 
the President, of the Council, or of ten Fellows having the right to 
vote; and notifications thereof shall state the purpose for which the 
meeting is called. 

The Council shall have authority, as occasion may demand, to 
arrange additional meetings and to cancel any of the statutory meet- 
ings, except that meetings for transacting business shall be held as 
required by the Statutes. 


ARTICLE 2. Except as otherwise provided, twenty-five Fellows 
having the right to vote shall constitute a quorum for the transaction 
of business at Stated or Special Meetings. Eighteen Fellows shall be 
sufficient to constitute a meeting for literary or scientific communi- 
cations and discussions. 

ArTICLE 3. Upon the request of the presiding officer or the Secre- 
tary, any motion or resolution offered at any meeting shall be sub- 
mitted in writing. 
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ARTICLE 4. Fellows may introduce guests at any of the literary or 
scientific meetings of the Academy. 


ArTICcLE 5. All amendments to the Statutes, whether proposed by 
Fellows or by the Council, shall be considered by the Council and 
reported with recommendations for action to the Academy. At a 
subsequent Stated Meeting, or at a Special Meeting called for the 
purpose, the notice for which in either case shall state this proposed 
amendment, the Academy shall act upon the amendment. ‘Two-thirds 
of the Fellows present, in a meeting of not less than forty Fellows, must 
vote in the affirmative to enact the amendment.

CHARTER OF INCORPORATION 


An Act to incorporate and establish a Society for the cultivation and 
promotion of Arts and Sciences. Granted May 4, 1780, by an Act of 
the Legislature of Massachusetts, and amended by the Acts of 1910, 
1911, 1931, and 1947. 





As the Arts and Sciences are the foundation and support of agri- 
culture, manufactures, and commerce; as they are necessary to the 
wealth, peace, independence, and happiness of a people; as they es- 
sentially promote the honor and dignity of the government which 
patronizes them; and as they are most effectually cultivated and dif- 
fused through a State by the forming and incorporating of men of 
genius and learning into public societies for these beneficial purposes. 

Be it therefore enacted by the Council and House of Representatives 
in General Court assembled and by the authority of the same, that 
[sixty-two persons]? be, and they hereby are formed into, constituted, 
and made a body politic and corporate, by the name of ‘THE AMERICAN 
ACADEMY OF ARTS AND SCIENCES, and that they, and their successors, 
and such other persons as shall be elected in the manner hereafter 
mentioned, shall be and continue a body politic and corporate, by the 
same name forever. 

And be it further enacted by the authority aforesaid, that the Fel- 
lows of the said Academy may from time to time elect a President, 
one or more Vice-Presidents, one or more Secretaries, and such other

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officers of the said Academy as they shall judge necessary or con- 
venient; and they shall have full power and authority from time to 
time to determine and establish the names, number, and duties of 
their several officers, and the tenure or estate they shall respectively 
have in their offices; and also to authorize and empower their President, 
or some other Fellow of the Academy, at their pleasure, to administer 
such oaths to such officers as they shall appoint and determine, for the 
well-ordering and good government of the said Academy, provided 
the same be not repugnant to the laws of this State. 

And be it further enacted by the authority aforesaid, that the Fel- 
lows of the said Academy shall have one Common Seal, which they 
may make use of in whatsoever cause or business shall concern the 
Academy, or be relative to the end and design of its institution; and 
shall have power and authority from time to time to break, change, 
and renew the Common Seal, at their pleasure; and that they may sue 
and be sued, in all actions, real, personal, and mixed, and prosecute and 
defend the same unto final judgment and execution, by the name of 
the President and Fellows of the American Academy of Arts and 
Sciences. 

And be it further enacted by the authority aforesaid, that the Fel- 
lows of the said Academy may from time to time elect such persons to 
be Fellows thereof, as they shall judge proper, and that they shall have 
full power and authority from time to time to suspend, expel, or dis- 
franchise any Fellow of the said Academy who shall by his conduct 
render himself unworthy of a place in that body, in the judgment of 
the Academy; and also to settle and establish the rules, forms, and 
conditions of election, suspension, expulsion, and disfranchisement. 

And be it further enacted by the authority aforesaid, that the Fellows 
of the said Academy shall have full power and authority from time to 
time to make and enact such reasonable rules, orders, and bylaws, not 
repugnant to the laws of this State, as shall be necessary or convenient 
for the well-ordering and good government of the said Academy, and 
to annex reasonable pecuniary fines and penalties to the breach of 
them, not exceeding the sum of twenty pounds, to be sued for and 
recovered in any court of record within this State, in the name and for 
the use of the President and Fellows of the said Academy; and the 
same rules, orders, and bylaws to repeal at their pleasure; and also to 
settle and establish the times, places, and manner of convening the 
Fellows of the said Academy; and also to determine the number of 
Fellows which shall be present to constitute a meeting of the said 
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Academy. Provided, that the Fellows of the said Academy shall meet 
twice in a year at the least; and that the place of their meeting shall 
never be more than thirty miles distant from the town of Boston. 

And be it further enacted by the authority aforesaid, that the Fel- 
lows of the said Academy may, and shall forever hereafter, be deemed 
capable in the law, of having, holding, and taking in fee-simple, or 
any less estate, by gift, grant, devise or otherwise, any lands, tenements 
or other estate real and personal. Provided, that the said real estate 
shall not exceed in value the sum of two hundred thousand dollars, 
and the said personal estate shall not exceed in value the sum of five 
hundred thousand dollars, all the sums mentioned in the preceding 
section of this act to be valued in silver at the rate of six shillings and 
eightpence by the ounce. And the annual interest and income of the 
said real and personal estate, together with the fines and penalties 
aforesaid, shall be appropriated for premiums to encourage improve- 
ments and discoveries in agriculture, arts, and manufactures, or for 
other purposes consistent with the end and design of the institution 
of the said Academy as the Fellows thereof shall determine. 

And be it further enacted by the authority aforesaid, that the end 
and design of the institution of the said Academy is, to promote and 
encourage the knowledge of the antiquities of America, and of the 
natural history of the country, and to determine the uses to which the 
various natural productions of the country may be applied; to promote 
and encourage medical discoveries; mathematical disquisitions; philo- 
sophical inquiries and experiments; astronomical, meteorological, and 
geographical observations; and improvements in agriculture, arts, 
manufactures, and commerce; and, in fine, to cultivate every art and 
science which may tend to advance the interest, honor, dignity, and 
happiness of a free, independent, and virtuous people. 

And it is further enacted, that the place where the first meeting of 
the Fellows of the said Academy shall be held shall be the Philosophy 
Chamber in the University of Cambridge; and that the Honorable 
James Bowdoin, Esq., be, and he hereby is authorized and empowered 
to fix the time for holding the said meeting, and to notify the same to 
the Fellows of the Academy.

‘The bequest 
directed that public notice should be given of the nature and design 
of the Fund and contributions should be solicited in aid of it — also, 
that no award of the income be made until twenty-one years after the 
date of Mr. Amory’s death (i.e. 1933). Four awards were made in 
1940, six in 1947 and seven in 1954. 


APPLETON FUND 

Present balance, $17,278.39. Established in 1854. The Trustees 
under the will of Samuel Appleton turned over to the Academy cer- 
tain manufacturing stocks, of the par value of $10,000, for the purpose 
of constituting “a fund, the income of which is to be applied to the 
publication of the transactions of the said Society.”

RUMFoRD FuND 

Gift of Count Rumford, 1797, $5,000 in three per cent stock of 
the United States. Present balance, $100,000.00. Income to be applied 
every second year as a premium consisting of a gold medal and a 
silver medal “to the author of the most important discovery or use- 
ful improvement which shall be made or published in writing during 
the preceding two years on heat and light.” 

Rulings of the Supreme Judicial Court of Massachusetts in 1832 
and 1955 permit one or more awards of the premium annually and 
the granting of sums of money in addition to the medals. They per- 
mit the residue of the income to be used for the purchase of books, 
papers, philosophical apparatus, making publications or procuring 
lecturers, experiments and investigations, thereby carrying out the 
general intent and purpose of Count Rumford. The decree of 1955 
permits the fund or any part thereof to be invested in such funds as 
are legal investments for trustees in Massachusetts.

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Report of the Amory Prize Committee 


The Amory Committee met with all members present on Decem- 
ber 12, 1956, for the annual general discussion which is customary 
during the first years of a new septennium. The 17 awards hitherto 
made were reviewed in the light of Mr. Amory’s will and of the 
evolution of medical knowledge and practice which had taken place 
since the will was written in respect to the disabilities Mr. Amory 
sought to alleviate. The presence of Judge Aldrich as a member of 
the Committee was especially welcome in connection with the dis- 
cussion. 

It was pointed out by the Secretary, Dr. Hoskins, that Mr. Amory 
was apparently anxious that the prize be a large one to attract atten- 
tion to the field and to make notable recognition of those who had 
done striking work in it; he raised the question of the Committee’s 
practice of dividing the prize. ‘The discussion was general and upon 
several facets of the problem but no decision was reached. 

Local specialists who might aid the Committee in the final years 
of decision (1960-61) of the present septennium and a number of 
new suggestions of persons to be considered for the prize were also 


discussed.

Report of the House Committee 


Strictly speaking during the academic year 1956-57 the Chair- 
man of the House Committee has nothing to report, since we have 
not had a house. However, it should go into the record that our ex- 
ecutive offices continued to be housed in the Hayden Memorial 
Library, Room 14 S-326, at 77 Massachusetts Avenue, Cambridge 39, 
through the courtesy of the Massachusetts Institute of ‘Technology. 
During the fiscal year 1956-57, we spent $562.22 to cover expenses 
in these quarters. In the same fiscal year we spent $767.15 for storage 
of materials at the Metropolitan Storage Warehouse, 134 Massachu- 
setts Avenue, Cambridge. We spent $399.75 in renting space for 
meetings during the fiscal year ending March 31. Our total ex- 
penditures for temporary quarters were $1,729.12. 

It should also go into the record that during this past year the 
Committee on Permanent Quarters of the Academy continued its 
search for a house, and in February Mr. Land of that Committee, 
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in talking with Mr. McGeorge Bundy, learned of the estate of the 
Brandegee Charitable Foundation in Brookline. By the time of its 
meeting on March 13, the Committee had received from the Trus- 
tees of the Foundation an offer to the Academy to use the house to- 
gether with furnishings and 20 acres of land for Academy head- 
quarters. The offer included also financial support toward the oper- 
ating and maintenance costs of the property. If after a few years’ 
trial period it should then be mutually agreeable, the title to the 
property would pass to the Academy. On March 13 the Committee 
unanimously voted to recommend to the Council that the Academy 
accept tentatively the offer. The Council endorsed this on the same 
evening and reported it to the meeting of the Academy. The Acad- 
emy meeting of the following month on April 10 endorsed the vote of 
the Council. Your present House Committee Chairman took office 
as we left 28 Newbury Street and leaves office as we are about to 
enter the new house on Faulkner Farm in Brookline. 

The Council on April 10 approved a budget of $15,500 to cover the 
anticipated expenses of the use of the new house by the Academy. 
This is in addition to the appropriation by the trustees of the Bran- 
degee Charitable Foundation. 

The financial, geographical, and other difficulties that led the Acad- 
emy to abandon its house of the first half of this century at 28 New- 
bury Street two years ago resulted in a search for a dream house. 
While there is not unanimity on the optimum dream, especially when 
financial realities are under consideration, it is clear that the majority 
of the Fellows of the Academy welcome enthusiastically the offer 
of the Brandegee Charitable Foundation and the opportunity it pro- 
vides for exploring in real living how closely it may approximate 
the ideal facilities for the Academy’s development in the future.

Report of the Permanent Science Fund Committee 


The Committee met on October 2, 1956, and considered 39 appli- 
cations for grants-in-aid requesting a total of $48,885.60, of which 
13 for a total of up to $6,973.20 were recommended by the Com- 
mittee. These 13 grants were approved by the Council on October 10, 
1956, as follows:

Committee had it had funds available, the Committee in many cases 
suggested other sources of funds. Five applications were forwarded 
to the American Philosophical Society in Philadelphia and on April 
5, 1957, favorable action was taken on four of them.

Report of the Committee on Publication 


Although only one number of Dedalus (Volume 86, Number 2) 
has appeared since my last report, parts of two other volumes of 
Proceedings (Volume 84, Number 2, and Volume 85, Number 2) 
have been printed and distributed during the year, as well as Dr. 
John P. Monks’s book College Men at War (issued as vol. 24 of the 
Memoirs) and Francis Dvornik’s The Slavs, Their Early History and 
Civilization, published in cooperation with the Department of Slavic 
Languages and Literatures at Harvard University. 

Volume 84 of the Proceedings had been reserved for Professor 
P. W. Bridgman’s studies in high pressures, which are generously 
subsidized by the Rumford Committee. The concluding papers in 
his series, “ Effects of Pressure on Binary Alloys, Parts V-V1,” were 
published in April 1957 as Volume 84, Number 2, but the volume 
has been kept open for the possible future printing of any previous 
commitments that are considered too technical for Dedalus. 

Volume 85, Number 2, containing a list of Fellows as of 1 January 
1956, appeared soon after the annual meeting in May, and Number 
3, which will contain the list of Fellows as of 1 January 1957 with the 
Officers and Committees for 1957-58, is now in press. 

A third issue of Dedalus (Volume 86, Number 3) which was 
planned for April publication, was delayed in order to include Presi- 
dent Burchard’s valedictory “Imperium Sine Fine,” delivered on 
10 April 1957. This number, which concludes the first volume of 
Dedalus, contains Terence Millin’s Amory Lecture, the record of 
the Franklin celebrations, and addresses delivered outside Academy 
meetings by our Fellows Judge Medina and Chiang Yee. The fourth 
issue (Volume 86, Number 4), containing among other things the 
1957 Rumford Medal Lecture and an expansion of Francis Henry 
Taylor’s paper delivered at the January 1957 meeting, is now in 
press and should be distributed early in the summer. The fact that 
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this fourth issue is in progress will give my successor as Editor an 
opportunity to plot his future course without undue haste and 
pressure. 

As Dedalus has been an experiment for which I have been largely 
responsible, it seems desirable to set down certain comments upon 
the experience of the first volume. It has brought highly favorable 
comments from Non-Resident Fellows who rarely, if ever, attend 
meetings in Boston, but who feel that through it they have renewed 
contact with the Academy. Even in its present form, however, 
Dedalus requires more time than can be expected from an Editor 
who has to fit his work in with the academic or institutional duties 
that are his principal occupation. Having done considerable editorial 
work over the past seventeen years, I was familiar with the mechanics 
of producing such a journal, and so believe that I was able to carry out 
my duties with a minimum expenditure of time. Even so, more time 
was required than I could conveniently give, particularly in view of 
the number of hours that had to be spent each year in keeping up 
with the Academy’s somewhat ponderous and overorganized method 
of doing business. In looking back over the past three years I have 
the impression of having spent nearly as much time listening to ex- 
tended and sometimes repetitious discussions in council and com- 
mittee meetings, in reading and answering lengthy memoranda as 
in doing editorial business. Yet an Editor cannot properly plan 
Academy publications without reasonably full knowledge of what 
is in the wind. Without the constant help and advice of Mr. Rudolph 
Ruzicka, a member of the Publications Committee for the past three 
years, it would have been entirely impossible to accomplish what 
has already been done to get Dedalus under way. Mr. Ruzicka not 
only contributed the design, but has spent many hours in purely 
mechanical tasks of seeing the first two issues through the press. The 
expiration of his term, according to the theory of rotation of com- 
mittees under which we now operate, will necessarily weaken the 
Publications Committee in technical matters of book design and 
production, for he has no equal within or without the Academy. 

Beginning with the third issue I have had the assistance on an hourly 
basis of Miss Isabel W. Garvey of Yarmouth Port, Massachusetts, 
for copy editing, proof reading and the other time-consuming aspects 
of editing that can and should be delegated. My successor will need 
the help of Miss Garvey or some similarly qualified person. He will 
also need some secretarial assistance to compensate for what I have 
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cadged over the past three years from the Boston Atheneum with- 
out cost to the Academy. 

If Dedalus is to appear at regular intervals, it will be necessary 
to solicit articles, for the papers read at the Academy’s meetings do 
not furnish a sufficient supply. Often these papers are highly useful 
for Dedalus, but at other times they are a summary of material that 
is in process of publication elsewhere, or of a nature that is either too 
technical or too ephemeral to make desirable their publication in 
this journal. Of the fifteen articles in the first three issues of Dedalus 
seven were read at Academy meetings, while the remaining eight 
were scrounged from friends, chiefly, although not entirely within 
the Academy. 

I believe strongly that in dealing with readers that one does not 
see, an institution is judged by the literacy and the typographical 
design of its publications. This point was clearly emphasized by 
Julian P. Boyd, Editor of The Papers of Thomas Jefferson, when he 
wrote on the first appearance of the new journal: 


Dedalus is really a first-rate performance. I thoroughly enjoyed... 
the whole tone of the journal. Other learned societies can stay in the 
18th century if they want to, count their navels, plot the age-graphs of 
their members, and listen to long reports tending to show that, carried 
to the fourth decimal, it is cheaper to print proceedings in double columns 
than in full measure (provided you use poor paper, a cheap printer, and 
throw typographical experts out the window). But you have demon- 
strated, that a learned society can be both interesting and instructive and 
still live in the zoth century. 


The Academy owes much to Mr. Ruzicka for his skillful design. It 
also owes much to Mr. E. Harold Hugo of the Meriden Gravure 
Company for the thought and pains that he has taken with the illustra- 
tions, for there is far more to illustrating a journal than passing in- 
different copy to any printer who submits a low bid. The “ Photo- 
graphic Atlas of the Southern Milky Way ” in Volume 86, Number 1, 
was achieved only by the closest collaboration between Mr. Hugo and 
Bart Bok in producing collotypes of outstanding accuracy and beauty. 
In Number 2, Mr. Hugo reproduced in offset 32 pages of Rembrandt 
drawings that met Jakob Rosenberg’s exacting standards. These re- 
productions achieved, with the economy of offset, a quality that is 
normally to be expected only in the considerably more expensive col- 
lotype process. ‘The Meriden Gravure Company is, in my experience, 
unique in its willingness to cooperate with libraries and learned insti- 
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tutions in achieving the finest possible reproductions of scholarly 
material, with an eye fixed more firmly on the craftsman’s technical 
accomplishment than upon the balance sheet. 

The Memoirs of the Academy began publication in 1785 in a 
rather handsome large quarto format, which over the next century 
and a half deteriorated in appearance through inexpert typographical 
alterations. The page size was increased to ungainly dimensions, and 
the series, which through the practice of issuing thin fascicules of 
Memoirs had become a nuisance to Fellows and librarians, was dis- 
continued in 1946. The problem of publishing Dr. Monks’s book sug- 
gested the wisdom of reviving the Memoirs in manner similar to 
the practice of the American Philosophical Society, where independ- 
ent books, bound in cloth, are nevertheless numbered as volumes in 
the Society’s Memoirs. College Men at War was consequently issued 
as volume 24 of our Memoirs in a new format, designed by Mr. Fred 
Anthoensen of The Anthoensen Press, Portland, Maine, which recalls 
the pleasing appearance of the earlier volumes while taking advantage 
of all reasonable economies in regard to sizes of paper and press work. 
Mr. Anthoensen in 1941 suggested a 7 by 10 inch format of hand- 
some but economical design for The American Neptune: A Quarterly 
Journal of Maritime History. Over the past sixteen years all kinds 
of ungainly copy has adapted itself gracefully and legibly to this 
design. His slightly larger 8 by 11 inch page for our new Memoirs 
will, I believe, prove equally versatile and attractive for all types of 
material. The revival of the Memoirs series provides a convenient 
means for publishing works too long for Dedalus, when funds are 
available. Lest the new Editor be overwhelmed with promising manu- 
scripts for consideration, it should be stated clearly that subsidies from 
outside sources are necessary, for the funds normally at the disposal 
of the Publication Committee are insufficient even for Dedalus. 

Some months ago Robert F. Erickson of Butler University, who 
had received several years ago a grant from the Permanent Science 
Fund in aid of his research upon the French Academy of Sciences 
expedition to South America in 1735, submitted his completed manu- 
script for consideration. In view of the interest of such a subject 
in the International Geophysical Year Mr. Adams and I are exploring 
possible sources of subsidies that might make it possible for us to 
publish this historical study as Volume 25 of the Memoirs.

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Report of the Rumford Committee 


The most significant duty that the Rumford Committee performed 
this year was the choosing of a Rumford Medalist. ‘The Committee 
unanimously recommended to the Council that the Rumford Pre- 
mium Award be given to Subrahmanyan Chandrasekhar, Distin- 
guished Professor of Theoretical Astrophysics at the Yerkes Observa- 
tory of the University of Chicago, at Williams Bay, Wisconsin. The 
Award was made for work on radiative transfer of energy in the inte- 
rior of stars, and the Citation read: To Subrahmanyan Chandrasekhar, 
for extending to the cosmic realm, the stochastic laws which, on the 
atomic scale, govern the phenomena of heat, and for his monumental 
work “On the Radiative Equilibrium of a Stellar Atmosphere,” in 
which heat is transported as light and light supports matter and 
matter is ultimately the source of heat itself. This was the first year 
in which a monetary prize ($1000) was given in conjunction with 
the Rumford medals. 

The Committee received very few applications for Rumford grants 
and awarded only one: that to Dr. John A. Day, Visiting Professor 
of Physics, University of Redlands, Redlands, California, for $1000, 
for equipment and supplies for a determination of the solid-liquid in- 
terfacial energy from freezing rate data. 

The Committee spent a good deal of its time trying to formulate 
a policy about the wise use of Rumford grant money, and in connec- 
tion with this, made a detailed study of the Rumford grants which 
had been given from 1900 to 1956. Because of the accelerated rise 
of the cost of research, it is obvious from a study of this nature that 
although the size of the average Rumford grant has increased five 
fold in the last fifty years, these grants are negligible in size for physics 
grants today. It was the opinion of the Committee, after a consider- 
able amount of discussion, that at a time when research money is 
relatively available in much larger amounts, requests for grants from 
the Rumford Fund should not be solicited. Instead, an attempt to 
maintain the value of the principal at the rate at which the country’s 
economy is inflating, would be the wisest procedure at the present 
time. It appeared to us that the money which was given by Count 
Rumford to the Academy had a better long-time stability than the 
relatively available research funds in our present national prosperity 
and, therefore, in times of national prosperity, wisdom should dictate 
that we build up our principal so that when other research funds 
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are not available, the Rumford Fund can again make real contribu- 
tions to science as it has at times in the past. Thus, during times 
of depression, the Rumford Fund money can be of real service to the 
scientific life of the country, whereas in times of prosperity, the 
available funds are so limited that it would be wise to use the interest 
of the Fund in building up the principal. 

The Rumford Model Exhibit which was constructed under the 
auspices of this Committee for the Rumford Bicentennial Celebra- 
tion was loaned out five times during the year. During November 
it was on exhibit at the Westinghouse Research Laboratories i in East 
Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania. Parts of the exhibit were the main feature 
in the recording of two television programs in the series “ Of Science 
and Scientists,” produced by the Lowell Institute Co-operative Broad- 
casting Council for the Educational Television and Radio Center of 
Ann Arbor, Michigan. These two television shows, which were 
filmed in November and December, will be released for public distri- 
bution in the Fall of 1957. Due credit to the Academy has been 
arranged on these programs. This Committee’s Chairman gave a 
series of three lectures at MIT under the auspices of the Society of 
Arts on February 8, 9, and 10, and the Rumford Model Exhibit was 
the main feature of these lectures. Those models which had to do 
with the transmission of heat were on exhibit at the Museum of Sci- 
ence in connection with the celebration of the presentation of the 
Rumford Medal and Premium to Dr. Chandrasekhar.

Report of the Cyrus M. Warren Fund Committee 


The minutes of the Council for February 13, 1957, contain the 
following item: “A communication from Mr. Whitman, Chair- 
man of the Warren Fund Committee was read, recommending that 
the ‘existence of a separate committee of seven to administer this 
income is not justified under present conditions,’ suggesting it ‘ could 
more efficiently be administered through another committee of the 
Academy which has more resources at its disposal, such as the Perma- 
nent Science Fund Committee,’ and recommending ‘ that the present 
Warren Fund Committee be now discharged.’ It was the sense of the 
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Council that this should be done by arranging to have the same per- 
sons serve on both committees, and the Executive Officer was asked to 
follow orthodox methods to implement it.” 

Subsequently, the members of the Warren Fund Committee sub- 
mitted their resignations and the President, by authority of the Coun- 
cil, appointed to the Warren Fund Committee the following mem- 
bers: Harlow Shapley, Chairman, Frank M. Carpenter, John F. 
Enders, Robley D. Evans, Jacob Fine, Patrick M. Hurley, and Fritz 
J. Roethlisberger. The Nominating Committee has made its nomina- 
tions to the Permanent Science Fund Committee identical with its 
nominations to the Warren Fund Committee. Under this arrange- 
ment, the two committees can conveniently meet simultaneously. 

The Warren Fund Committee was established by the Academy in 
1893, by the following vote taken from the records of April 12 of 
that year. 


“The provisional committee appointed to consider methods of 
managing the “Cyrus Moors Warren Trust for the encouragement 
of Chemical Reasearch’ respectfully recommend to the Academy 
that a standing committee be appointed to be known as the C. M. 
Warren Committee, which shall consist of seven (7) members to 
be chosen by ballot at the Annual Meeting of the Academy, vacancies 
to be filled at any stated meeting of the Academy after due notice 
has been given at a previous meeting of the proposed election. 

“We recommend that the C. M. Warren Committee should be 
directed by the Academy:— 

“]. ‘To invite applications for pecuniary assistance from any persons 
wishing to engage in research in any department of chemistry; that 
the Committee should consider these applications carefully and rec- 
ommend to the Academy for its favorable action such applications 
as seem to be practicable and to be worthy of aid. We urge that 
preference should be given to work upon petroleum products and 
hydrocarbons, because of Mr. Warren’s special interest in the study 
of these substances. 

“TI. We recommend that the Committee should be authorized to 
suggest subjects that need to be investigated, and be directed to em- 
ploy a chemist, or several chemists, at its discretion, to work out defi- 
nite stated problems, under the supervision of the Committee. Prefer- 
ence should naturally be given to actual laboratory work, but research 
in the literature of chemistry, and other forms of literary labor, should 
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not be excluded when in the opinion of the Committee the elucida- 
tion of a problem might be promoted by these means. 

“III. The Committee should be empowered on occasion to purchase 
materials and apparatus — including printed or written memoirs — 
which may be needed for the investigations which may be recom- 
mended, and should be permitted to employ assistants when necessary. 

“IV. Weare of opinion that no medal or other form of prize should 
be given or offered by the Academy in connection with the Warren 
Trust.
